Detectives on Trail of Supposed 
Culprit—What Inspired Deed Still

An arrest in the Kilfoll poison- 
murder mystery may be made within 
twenty-four hours.

SANTA MONICA, Jan. 12.—When 
the old problem of removing the old, 
junsightly and unsanitary shacks at the 
corner of Ashland and Ocean avenyes, 
jowned by Mrs. Emma M. Summers, 
the “Oil Queen,” of Los Angeles, con- 
fronted the new Council at its first 
meeting this afternoon, a suggestion 
that Mra. Summ be invited to a 
sumptuous repast at one of the beach 
lobster palaces by Councilman Arm- 
strong met with instant favor, and 
Mrs. Summers will probably talk over 
the delicate subject with the city dads 
over a squab and bottle dinner. 

The shacks, which Mrs. Summers 
refused to take down, and Yesists all 
efforts of the city to remove, wece said 
bys Councilmen Snyder and deore to 
be a mehace to the health of the 
beach, and were very unsightly, Coun- 
cilman Snyder, however, warned the 
Council to go slow in its negotiations 
with Mrs. Summe He stated 
he had learned her disposition regard- 
ing the buildings while he was Coun- 
cilman four years 480. 

The Ocean Park Councilmen were 
in the saddle at. today’s meeting, and 
they bid fair to hold their own in 
‘Santa Monica's city government 
throughout the two years. When 
Counciiman Snyder offered an ordi- 
nance to change the fire limits to ex- 
clude sixty feet of frontage in

The police, health and 
street departments were away behind 
and overdrawn in their funds. 
The Council worried over the em- 
ployers’ liability act, and its applica- 
bility to municipalities. It is probable, 
on recommendation of the City Attor- 
ney, that Santa Monica will take out 
insurance on its employees. 
The City Clerk was instructed to >ring 
in a list of city employees, with their 
salaries. There were nine citizens and 
sixteen city officials present at the 
meting today.

Monrovia Plans to Capture 
Automobile Factory. 


MONROVIA, Jan. 12.— Almost 
fainting from exhaustion, terror and 


avenue, at 3 o'clock this morning, and 
finally succeeded in awakening Mrs. 
Bender by pounding upon the front 
door.

They had come all 
the way on the Santa Fe Railroad 
track and were going to Pasadena, 
where her father, B. L. de Gries, be- 
lieved he had friends who would hide 
him from enemies who he fancied 
were after him. Arriving at Monrovia, 
they had left the railway tracks and 
started up through the orange groves 
that border the southwestern part of 
the city. Here they had become con- 
fused, and De Gries suddenly turned 
upon his daughter, blaming her for 
their misfortunes. He beat her and 
kicked her, and then-started to choke 
the child, but she managed to escape 
and ran away through the orange 
trees. She had almost given up hope 
of finding anyone, when she saw a 
light burning in a window. She found 
strength enough to reach the lighted 
house and knock upon the door. 
Upon hearing the little girl's story, 
Mr. Bender immediately communi- 
cated with her relatives in Lordsburg, 
and got into communication with her 
uncle, John de Gries, advising him of 
his niece's safety. John de Gries said 
that his brother, B. L. de Gries, had 
gone suddenly insane three days ago 
and had escaped friends and relatives 
who were watching him last night, and 
compelled his daughter to flee with 
him. A score of Lordsburg men 
spent the entire night in the country 
about Lordsburg, in a vain search for | 
the pair. The uncle arrived in Mon- 
rovia this morning about 10 o'clock 
and carried his niece back to Lords- 
burg. The child begged to be allowed 
to remain with Mrs. Bender, who had 
treated her tenderly. She m a fran 
little thing. Her mother and two sis- 
ters died from tuberculosis. She lives 
with an aged grandmother and grand-| 


with its happy family and the bounc- 
ing Bender twins, a welcome contrast 
to her own life. a 

As. soon as the Monrovia authori- 
ties were notified they set to work 
upon the case and quickly found 
traces of the man. About 4 o'clock 
this morning he had appeared at the 
Slemons Duck Farm, about half a 
mile south of where his daughter had 
escaped him, and asked Hal Slemons, 
the proprietor of the farm, if there 
were any Norwegian people living 
near. The man said he was looking 
for some friends of his, and mentionea 
a name that Slemons failed to under- 
stand. After reeeiving negative an- 
swers to his questions, the man de- 
parted, saying that his name was De 
Gries of Lordsburg and that he had 
a little girl with him who was too 
tired to go any further. 

Four hours later, De Gries appeared 
at the home of James K. Morris, No. 
903 West Fallingleaf, about three- 
quarters of a mile northwest of the 
Slemons Duck Farm. Mrs. Morris 
says that he came quickly up the 
walk, knocked, and when she went to 
the door, explained hurriedly that he 
had a little girl out in the road who 
was “fagged out“ and couldn't go any 
further. With that he turned abrupt- 
ly and departed, going westward to- 
ward the Santa Anita wash. 

From the time of his appearance at 
the Morris home all tkace of him has 
been lost. His friends and relatives 
from Lordsburg returned to Monrovie 
this afternoon, and, with the aid of 
the local police, searched the country 
between Monrovia and Arcadia thor- 
oughly, but without result. They pro- 
pose continuing their search tonight, 
working west toward Pasadena, De 
Gries's evident destination. 2 

De Gries is described as being tall 
and thin, and unusually pale. He is 
smooth shaven, and when he disap- 
peared last night wore a suit of black 
with a small white dot and a brown- 
ish-green hat. He is 39 years old and 
talks in an eccentric, wild manner. 
All who saw him this morning were 
struck with the fact that he was men- 
tally unbalanced. 

John de Gries, the brother, today 
said that the madman first showed 
symptoms of insanity about twelve 
years ago. The first atteck proved 
temporary, however, and hig recovery 
was apparently complete. He was ex- 
tremely nervous, however, and was 
compelled tq give up his work as a 
Christian nister in Chicago and 
come West. The second attack oc- 
curred a ort time ago. following 
the death of his wife and baby. His 
relatives hoped that this seizure 
would pass away like the first had

If he did not improve, they were 
planning to have him sent to an 
asylum, 

According to his daughter, De 
Gries heard the talk of sending him 
to an institution, and determined to 
steal away to his “friends.” He 
cunningly contrived to escape by an- 
nouncing that he intended to lie 
down, and after retiring to his room, 
let himself out of the house by an- 
other way. He then found his
